LOADED FOR BEAR. 


ENATOR FREDERIC C. WAL- 
COTT of Connecticut, the chair- 
man of the Senate committee 
which begins this week to in- 
vestigate short selling on the Stock 
Exchange, knows bears. As a banker 
he has traded with them; as a 
sportsman he has shot them in 
Alaska. The only consoling thing 
about him from the bears’ point of 
view is that he is a conservationist 
and favors the preservation of wild 
life. But he is a trustee of the New 
York Zoological Society, which may 
mean he prefers bears in captivity. 

For a freshman Senator—he is still 
serving his first term—Senator Wal- 
cott has done very well. He was the 
legislative sponsor for the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation which 
set up General 
Dawes in business 
for the govern- 
ment, and he has 
won places on a 
number of impor- 
tant Senate com- 
mittees,- such as 
Banking and Cur- 
rency, Agricul- 
ture and Forestry, 
Education and 
Labor, Civil Ser- 
vice, as well 8 genator Walcott. 
the chairmanship 
of a special committee on conserva- 
tion of wild-life resources. 

What is there about Connecticut 
which inspired both of her United 
States Senators to explore the great 
open spaces? Hiram Bingham has 
peeked into Inca ruins and climbed 
challenging Andean peaks. Frederic 
Walcott has trekked over the Boliv- 
ian desert with his lifelong friend 
Lord William Percy of the British 
Museum and Dr. Frank Chapman of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History. From forest-clad islands of 
Southern Chile he returned with a 
tale of discovery of a bird which 
screams all night. That was before 
he went to the Senate, else he need 
not have gone so far upon ornitho- 
logical research. 

Nearly two and one-half centuries 
ago a Walcott settled in Salem, Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony. His descen- 
dants married Fosters and Stuarts 
and Hubbards and Dexters, and six- 
ty-three years ago Frederic Collin 
Walcott was born at New York Mills, 
near Utica. After Lawrenceville, 
Andover and Yale (class of ’91, a 
“Y’ in track and, with Walter 
Camp, negotiator of the first Har- 
vard-Yale dual track meet), he looked 
around the world for a year and 
then returned to his father’s cotton 
mills, where he began at $1.25 a day 
arid earned it. 

He became superintendent of the 
mills, inherited them when his father 
died and ultimately sold them to take 
a whirl at New York banking. The 
signal gun of the 1907 panic was the 
collapse of the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company. Mr. Walcott became one 
of its reorganization committee, and 
when the pieces were put together he 
was chosen a vice president. A part- 
nership in William P. Bonbright & 
Co. followed. 

In 1915 he was abroad on business 
of his company which called for loan 
negotiations with France and Italy 
when he received a cable to get in 
touch with a certain Herbert Hoover 
and accompany him on an inspection 
trip to Belgium. The Rockefeller 
Foundation asked him to investigate 
refugee relief, and the German Gov- 
ernment invited him to Poland to 
plan for relief there. His report of 
what he found in Poland was some- 
thing the Germans were willing to 
forget, but the Poles did not. When 
the Polish Republic was established

after the war Premier Paderewski 
invited him to become Minister of 
Finance. 

When the United States entered the 
war Herbert Hoover became national 
and international dietitian, with Mr. 
Walcott as one of his assistants. At 
the Paris Peace Conference Presi- 
dent Wilson consulted Mr. Walcott 
about Poland, the French pinned a 
Cross of the Legion of Honor upon 
him and the Poles conferred upon 
him the Officer’s Cross. 

After the war Mr. Walcott retired 
from business, entered the Connecti- 
cut Legislature and headed the State 
Board of Fisheries and Game. Large- 
ly as a result of his efforts Connecti- 
cut is one of the foremost States in 
conservation of wild life.

A LOQUACIOUS BUTLER. 


NLESS all signs fail, the Penn- 
sylvania welkin during the next 
five weeks will sound like Dr. 

Harry Emerson Fosdick’s carillon on 
Riverside Drive. The Republican 
primaries are on, and in that State 
the Republican primaries are almost 
equivalent to election, as are Demo- 
cratic primaries in the South. Repre- 
sentative Louis T. McFadden, who 
accused President Hoover of ‘‘selling 
out’’ his country, will be opposed by 
Mrs. Gifford Pinchot, wife of Penn- 
sylvania’s Governor, who is running 
for office not so much to vindicate 
Mr. Hoover but because she would 
like to sit in Congress. And, last 
week, Smedley D. Butler, retired 
Marine Corps General, jumped in 
with both feet and all expletives to 
oppose Senator 
James J. Davis. 
Probably the 
Hoover Adminis- 
tration would 
rather have Gen- 
eral Butler back 
in the Marine 
Corps than in the 
Senate. It did not 
applaud his ora- 
tory when he was 
wearing the _ in- 
General Butler. ‘ignia of the Globe 
and Anchor.There 
was his frank description in a Pitts- 
burgh speech of a Nicaraguan elec- 


tion. And there was his word pic- 
ture, painted in Philadelphia, of 
Mussolini as a hit-and-run driver. 
There seems to be little question that 
General Butler’s impetuosity cost 
him appointment as Commandant of 
the Marine Corps. Impetuosity in 
war brings medals; in peace, repri- 
mands, and General Butler has had 
both. Still, in the Marine Corps his 
opportunities for public speaking 
were few contrasted with unlimited 
debate in the Senate, and General 
Butler could say far more in the 
Senate than the burning words he 
spoke while a marine. 
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CRITIC OF CRITICS. 


HILE Senator Walcott is ques- 
tioning the bears of Wall 
Street, Representative Wil- 
liam Irving Sirovich of New York 
hopes to have squirming on the in- 
quisitorial rack some people whom 
he regards as the bears of Broad- 
way. The bears of Wall Street have 
been regarded as making hay while 
the sun does not shine, while the 
bears of Broad- 
way are accused 
by Dr. Sirovich 
of making merry 
at the expense of 
darkened electric 
signs in the the- 
atre district. 
There have been 
many  explana- 
tions of the de- 
cline in the 
drama. Dr. Siro- 
vich’s diagnosis 
is simple; dra- 
matic critics are responsible, and he 
has invited them to Washington’ to 
explain before the House Committee 
on Patents, of which he is chairman. 
Congress, it. appears, is going into 
literature in a big way. Two years 
ago Senator Smoot read an unex- 
purgated edition of ‘‘Lady Chatter- 
ley’s Lover’’ and provoked a Senate 
debate upon censorship of books, and 
now Dr. Sirovich raises the question 
of censorship of criticism. Dr. 
Sirovich inquires whether it is true 
that former baseball writers have 
become writers upon the drama. 
Such versatility is more than

matched by Dr. Sirovich. Although 
one former dramatic critic, Heywood 
Broun, once sought to be a Congress- 
man, Dr. Sirovich has been or is 
Congressman, physician, banker and 
playwright. Two of his plays, ‘‘Sus- 
pended Sentence’’ and ‘‘The Schem- 
ers,” had short flights on Broadway 
before they folded their wings. ‘“The 
Schemers,’’ by the way, was about 
dramatic critics and was as uncom- 
plimentary to them theatrically as 
Dr. Sirovich is legislatively now 
against them. A third play, ‘‘The 
Banking Racket,’’ was completed 
last year, but it has not reached 
the target stage. 

As a playwright, Dr. Sirovich has 
not yet dramatized Congress. And 
as a Congressman his re-election was 
opposed two years ago by fellow 
playwrights connected with the 
Dramatists’ Guild of the Authors’ 
League of America because he had 
not favored ‘‘recent efforts to secure 
equitable copyright legislation.’’

WORK FOR THE FUN OF IT. 


AST week Dr. Irving Langmuir 
L of Schenectady received the an- 
nual Popular Science Monthly 
award of $10,000 ‘‘for worth-while 
scientific achievement.’’ Dr. Lang- 
muir calls himself a chemist, but 
physicists look upon him as their 
own, and some of his researches have 
penetrated into the territory patrolled 
by Millikan, Compton and Chadwick. 
His work is in the field of pure 
science far ahead of the practical, 
but he is employed by one of the 
largest manufacturing concerns in 
the country. He 
works for the Gen- 
eral Electric Com- 
pany, which 
would not be un- 
happy if the 
American house- 
holder consumed 
more electricity, 
but he developed 
an electric light 
bulb so economi- 
cal of current that 
it saves the Amer- 
ican consumers 
$1,000,000 a night on their lighting 
bills. 

Dr. Langmuir had no intention of 
entering industrial research. He left 
the Columbia School of Mines a 
metallurgist, returned from Gitten- 
gen a Ph.D., and was engaged by 
Stevens Institute as an instructor of 
chemistry. In 1909 he spent a Sum- 
mer vacation in the General Electric 
research laboratories, expecting to 
return to ‘‘the comparative monotony 
of teaching’’ in the Fall, but he has 
remained there ever since, engaged 
upon ‘development of gas-filled tung- 
sten lamps, electron discharge appa- 
ratus, condensation high vacuum 
pump and atomic hydrogen welding.”’ 
Scientific medals and awards have 
flooded upon him ever since, from 
home and abroad. 

“There is something in Langmuir’s 
work,” says Dr. Willis Whitney, the 
director of the research laboratories 
where he works, ‘‘that suggests by 
sharp contrast an Oriental crystal 
gazer seated idly before a transparent 
globe and trying to read the future 
without doing anything about it. In 
my picture an equally transparent 
and more vacuous globe takes the 
place of the conventional crystal 
sphere. It is a lamp bulb, a real 
source of light. Langmuir boldly 
takes it in his hand, not as some 
apathetic or ascetic Yogi, but more 
oi a healthy boy analyzing a new 
oy.”’ 

As for Dr. Langmuir, ‘‘Whatever 


work I’ve done, I’ve done it for the 
fun of it.’’
